As the
ambulance had not arrived they
took Miss Lee to the Jared Sidney
Torrance Memorial hospital for
first aid. She was removed later
in the morning to the General hos-
pital at Los Angeles,

According to Mr. Holmes, step-
father of the girl, Miss Lee, who
has been working in Los Angeles,
was on her way to Torrance to
pick up -her mother with whom
she was going to make an early
trip to Santa Paula. The car she
was driving is the property of
Miss Lee’s fiance.

As the girl remained in an irra-
tional state for several hours dur-
ing her stay in the Torrance hos-
pital it was thought she suffered
a fracture of the skull, but the
extent of her injuries were not de-
termined at this time. Mrs. Holmes
went to Los Angeles Tuesday to
be with her daughter.

Auditorium At
High School to

Remain Closed

Principal Hazard Found to

Be At the Front i
Entrance

Torrance high school auditorium,
damaged in tlie earthquake of
March 10, will be closcd-indefinite-
ly, according to an announcement
this week following an exhaustive
examination by engineers sent
here last week by the board of
education to inspec tthe building.
The engineers spent many hours
making tests and inspecting the
damages, and declared that the
principal hazard is confined to the
front entrance where walls show
a tendency to separate. As this
entrance is the only means of
access to and exit from the bal-
cony and exit from the main audi-
torium, it is deemed the wisdst
policy to keep the building closed
until repairs are made.

Pue to financial conditions it
may be some time before these
repairs are made, and it is not
expected that anything will be
done until after the close of the
school year in June. Commence-
men excercises this  year will
therefore be held in other quarters.
It is the opinion of the inspec-
tors that there is practically  no
danger in the use of the cafeteria
located under the auditorium, as
this department is at the rear of
the building with entrances on the
east and west, so that it is not
necessary for the pupils to be near
the front walls.

Relics of Old
Tribe Are Found
In Piru Canyon

Construction of Ridge Route
Alternate Unearths
Ancient Homes
gabdid et

Relics of an Indian tribe of the
Chumash division, which once oc-
cupied a strip of the coast between

Santa Monica and San Luis
Obispo, have been unearthed in
construction of the new ridge

route alternate in Piru. canyon,
according to the state highway de-
partment. Eventually the new
ridge route will be traversed by
traffic leaving Torrance and the
harbor district for San Joaquin
valley. 3

It was revealed this week that
the find was regarded as highly
valuable by the Los Angeles mus-
eum, which has sent a field party
to the canyon under the direction
of Arthur A. Woodyard, curator
of history for the muscum.

Correlating this find with other
Indian relics which have been un-
earthed both in the mountains and
along the coast from San Luis
Obispo to Topanga canyon, just
north of Santa Monica, Woodward
was able this week to describe the
division, characteristics and habits
of these early inhabitants as well
as to tell the approximate date the
village was occupled.

“This village site on the Piru
creek evidently had been selected
on account of the water, a few
scattering oak trees and the ex-
cellent hunting which the country
afforded,” according to the report.
“These people depended not upon
agriculture, but upon wild game,
wild roots and plants. .

“Houses were in the shape of
half oranges, covered with thatch.
The people” were not a ' pottery-
making people, but the presence
of Steatite or soapstone indicates
they had sea-worthy boats, as this
deposit is on Catalina Island,” the
statement continues.
